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Driving Habits Oregon: Our State 


In honor of the 1959 Oregon 
Centennial, the state’s 100th 
birthday, everyone should 
know a little more about his 
state. 


On March 2, 1853, Washing- 
ton was named. In October of 
1852, a bill was sent to Con- 
gress to name it the Territory 
of Columbia, but since there 
was already a District of Co- 
lumbia, they decided to name 
it Washington, after the ‘‘fath- 
er of their country.” 


As the whole territory of 
what is now Oregon and Wash- 
ington was then called Oregon 
Territory, those citizens of 
‘northern Oregon” became 
“Washingtonians.” 


The name “Oregon” had 
been applied to the Columbia 
|.River from a Shoshoni Indian 
expression, Ogwa Peon, mean- 
ing “River of the West.” 
Nickname 


For nicknames, Oregon is 
known as the Beaver State, 
Hard-case State, Land of Hard- 
cases, Sunset State, and Web- 
foot State. Most commonly, 
however, the best one is Beav- 
er State. This comes from the 
fact that in the ‘‘Old Days” 
Oregon had more beaver than 
any other area. The ‘““Web-foot” 
expression came from the fact 


1that Oregon has rainy winters, 
and the ‘“Hard-case”’ expression 
came from the hardships en- 
dured by early settlers. 

Oregon’s motto, in Latin, 
Alis Volat Propriis, means 
“She flies with her own 
wings.” On the back side of the 
state seal, Oregon has ‘The 
Union.” 


The state seal has 33 stars, 
an elk, a wagon, the Pacific

It was a- 
dopted in 1859, approved in 
1903. 

Oregon’s flag has this state 
seal on one side, below the 
| words, “State of Oregon,” The 
reverse side bears a golden pic- 
ture of a beaver. 

State Symbols 

Other state symbols are: 
state flower, Oregon Grape, a- 
dopted in 1899; state tree, 
douglas fir; state bird, western 
meadowlark, adopted in 1927 
by popular vote of school child- 
ren; state song, Oregon, My 
Oregon, by Buchanan and Mur- 
tagh, praising Oregon as a land 
of empire ‘builders, roses, sun- 
shine, fresh breezes, and set- 
ting sun.
